According to Berlin, which quotes a German 
news correspondent in Tokyo, the Japanese

When Germany is finished in Europe—which 
should be sometime in 1944—we, with Britain, 
shall let loose a tornado of attack that will 
never cease until it reaches, and decimates, 
the Japanese homeland and until it wrests 
from the enemy grasp all those lands she has 
stolen as her criminal: loot. 


Tokyo may well feel “serious.” That will be 
a mild word of discription when the real cam- 
paign in the Pacific gets fully under way.

The Rock of Democracy 

One of the most significant news items to 
come out of England since the war began 
came from London a few days ago. It told of 
a bill, now before parliament and considered 
certain of early passage, which will revolution- 
ize the British system of primary education. 
Accordin;s to Richard A. Butler, president of 
the Board of, Education, it is the most far- 
reaching educational reform bill in British 
history. 

Among other provisions the bill raises the 
age limit on compulsory education from 14 to 
15 years. It provides heavier penalties for non- 
attendance at school, including jail terms for 
parents responsible for their childrens’ absen- 
teeism. It includes a complete reorganiation of 
the elementary school system and for registra- 
tion and inspection of all private schools. 

Free education is the rock foundation of 
democracy. Any nation which expects to rule 
itself wisely by the votes of its people, must 
provide for the best possible education of its 
childen, the voters of tomorrow. That Britain 
is able to devise so important a reform meas- 
ure as the one described, in time of war, is 
forceful demonstration of the strength of the 
democracy upon which the British social 
system of today is founded. 

Education is moving forward, too, in. the 
United States. We have seen splendid example 
of this trend in recent Georgia developments. 
The outstanding disappointment of recent 
years in this field was the defeat, in the 
congress, of the bill to provide a national 
educational equalization fund, under which 
children of the poorer states would have en- 
joyed more nearly equal educational oppor- 
tunities with their fellow Americans of the 
wealthier sections. 

This bill was defeated solely because of 
political and sectional prejudice. It is hoped 
it will again come before the congress and 
that future action there will be more intelli- 
gent and more in line with the welfare of the 
nation and its people in all sections. 

Better education for the children of the 
nation means better and more fully informed 
citizens, and voters, for tomorrow. Which, in 
turn, promises a better democracy and better 
way of life for us all. 


Faithful Employe 

The State of Georgia lost its oldest official 
in point of service when George Webb Stevens, 
reporter for the state supreme court and court 
of appeals, died this week. 

For 61 years, Mr. Stevens was a loyal em- 
ploye of the people of Georgia, having come to 
work for the state in 1881, even before the 
completion of the present capitol building. 

A man of recognized ability and removed 
from political partisanship, Mr. Stevens saw 
countless administrations come and go. While 
the Jacksonian theory of “To the victor bélongs 
the spoils” was put into practice all about him, 
his competence resulted in his holding his post 
for a full three score years and two, 

His passing serves to remind us of the fact 
that all too frequently in the past has the state 
lost the services of ably-qualified men merely 
because sOme political hanger-on wanted the 
job. 

But that is a system, thanks to the new 
plane upon which the people have placed their 
government, which now seems on the way out,

RAILROAD MEN Some railroad men came by to see me on 

Saturday. They said they wanted their 
argument on their strike vote before the people. They were in 
a slightly hostile mood, 

We talked as follows: 

“We have voted to strike on December 30. What do you think 

of that?” 

“I don’t think you will do it.” 

“Well, we don’t want to strike, but it looks 
like we will have to do it to get a raise,” they 
said, 

“Do you mean to say you'd strike in time of 
war with all the material to haul and soldiers 
to transport?” 

“Now look here,” said one .of them, getting 
hot, “I’ve got five boys in the Army.” 

“Well,” I said, “don’t sit there and tell me 
you'd strike and let those five boys do without 
food or weapons or reinforcements.” 

“You don’t understand,” he said. “The cost 
of living is going up and the war workers are 
getting raises any time they want them. The 
miners get raises and we have to pay for food 
and clothes and rent like they do. What is a 
man going to do?” . 

“Take it through the regular channels,’’ I said, “even if it does 
mean you have to do without for a while. I never will admit that 
any transportation setup has a right to strike in wartime. ‘Your 
job will go on after the war with its insurance and retirement 
features and the war plants will be closed, the men in them hunt- 
ing other jobs. You are not temporary workers.” 

‘Maybe so,” said another. “But that doesn’t remove the fact 
there are a lot of little dictators in Washington who don’t want to 
do anything to help out our situation and we have got to take 
what action we can to protect ourselves.” 

“I don’t agree with you,” I said. “There are a lot of pressure 
groups who have got congress by the ears. They are the ones 
pinching you fellows. They are saying that prices should seek their 
level but that the administration should keep wages in war in- 
dustries stable. I don’t agree with that but you fellows are falling 
for the very propaganda they want you to fall for—they have 
outsmarted you by making you blame it on ‘Washington’ instead of 
on congress.” 

“Well,” they said, “it has got to be fixed up or we will have to 
quit and if we do we won't go back until it is settled.” 

“With a war going on?” 

“Well, hell, man, we don’t want to do it, but what else can we 


do?” (This fellow was really angry.) 
COMPLAINTS “What is so wrong, other than the wage increase 
you don’t like?” I asked.» 

“Well,” they said, “everybody is tired. The draft boards are 
taking railroad men so fast we are down to so few experienced 
men a lot of us are working 14 and 18 hours a day. Sure, we get 
paid for it, but we'd rather have some rest and less overtime.” 

I think this is a just complaint. The railroads are essential, 
just as essential as the merchant marine. That is another reason 
why I think it would be treason for the railroad brotherhoods to 
strike. But, it is a fact that, with some exceptions, the draft boards 
of the nation have taken too many railroad men. This could have 
been stopped by the various state headquarters or, for that mat- 
ter, by the draft boards themselves. 

The truth is, the volunteer draft board members are tired, too. 
A great many of them are harassed by state headquarters’ own 
personal likes, dislikes and pressures, They work at their own 
jobs and do the draft board work as overtime work. They have a 
difficult and nerve-wracking job of putting fathers into the Army. 
They are harassed, not merely by the state headquarters but by 
emotional appeals, tearful wives and mothers. 

A strong position is needed to haltéthe taking of experienced 
railroad men, The railroads are as necessary as the merchant ma- 
resi which is, as I said, another reason why the men should not 
strike. 

“What else?” I asked. 

“Well, they are still going along with methods which don’t fit 
the war emergency. They will send a man on a trip of 150 miles, 
say, and then keep him there 36 hours or more waiting for some- 
thing to come back. There is no reason why better planning 
shouldn’t be done. 

“There is a railroad worker’s side of it, but the railroads are 
trying to hide it and make us out a lot of unpatriotic men who 
will let down the war.” 

“Well,” I said, “my idea is to find some way not to strike be- 
cause if the railroads stop, the war and the soldiers will be let 
down. You can’t dodge that. A lot of people hope you will strike 
for political reasons. They aren't your friends.” 

They sat there, angry, confused and uncertain. 

As I said, they just came in and we talked. 

One thing is plain. There is confusion. People are tired. The 
war is creating a set of nerves even though we havn't sacrificed 
much or given up many of our luxuries, 

It is all very well to say that the administration should take a 
strong stand. I agree, 

But a strong stand is no good when congress is looking to 1944 
and trying to say that inflation is all right and we should have it, 
but that the administration should hold tight to all other controls. 

In no other country in the war are the pebple and their repre- 
sentatives in government so far away from the war and the soldiers.

WHERE IS HE NOW? sit is obvious that in the course of any 
lifetime a man must meet, become 


friendly with, and then lose contact With many persons. This is 
especially true if the man’s life has included years of wandering, 
as did mine.

There were few automobiles then, 

This young man—he- was in his early twenties—came to town in 
the capacity of a professional wrestler. A middleweight, he would 
be classified.. He was an added attraction at the little local theater 
which provided a combination of amusements such as motion pic- 
tures, vaudeville and such sports as boxing, wrestling and sovon., 

The youth of whom I write “challenged all comers” in his weight 
class. He was the stranger in town and the local lads who fancied 
themselves as wrestlers quickly Challenged him in sufficient num- 
bers he had matches to occupy him for several weeks. 

The first day he was there he and I fell into conversation in 
the hotel lobby. He was, especially for a youngster such as he, 
remarkably well read and we got talking about the works of some 
of the classic novelists and historians and developed one of those 
talk sessions that are a delight. 


SHARED ROOM TOGETHER That night the hotel was 
crowded to capacity and they 


said there was no vacant room for the youngster. So 1 invited him 
to share my room, which was large. We continued the talk we 
had started before we turned in to sleep that night. 

And, thus begun, we were roommates for all the time he stayed 
in that town, some three or four weeks. 

Most of his wrestling matches he won. But one opponent turned 
up who was slightly more than a match for him and, at the finish, 
in the climax match, my friend lost. A toehold was his undoing. 
I helped him doctor the swollen, painful toe that night. 

He had two professions, this youth who was, in his off hours, 
a quiet, scholarly, attractive fellow. 

He was a professional wrestler and he was a crap shooter. When 
he had no wrestling to provide him with income, he would get into 
a crap game in some hotel room and he had such a way with the 
ivory cubes he could count on a living income, at least, from them. 


PATIENT -PRACTICE I never could understand how a man 
could learn to handle the.little cubes 


in such a way as to overthrow the laws of chance. But he did. 
His art was entirely in the handling of the cubes. There was no 
crookedness in his rolling, other than the trained dexterity of his 
hand and fingers. He scorned crooked dice. 

But often when we were sitting talking, in the hotel room or, 
perhaps, seated under a shade tree at the end of a long country 
walk, he would take the dice from his pocket and constantly roll 
them. He had astounding patience. Throw the dice, pick 'em up, 
and throw ‘em again. Training his fingers to make them roll as 
he wanted them. Practice, practice, all the time. 

As I say, I’ve forgotten even his name. All I remember of him 
is the magnificent, muscular physique he had, the way he would 
practice with the dice, and the charm of his conversation as he 
talked about books or music or the current problems of that day.

WASHINGTON PARADE

SHIRKING A DUTY WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Congress ts 
+ shirking one of its major responsibilities 

by delaying action on pending proposals for changing the constitu- 

tional requirement with respect to the ratification of treaties. 

Under the present system, the senate by a simple majority vote 

can declare war, in conjunction with the lower 
house. Yet it takes a two-thirds vote of the sen- 
ate to make peace; that is to say, to ratify @ 
peace treaty. 

By a simple majority vote congress can com- 
mit the nation to a war program which may be 
fought for the purpose of giving us and the 
world a lasting peace. But when the victory is 
won, and the time comes for putting the peace 
end of the program into effect, one-third of the 
senate, plus one vote, can reject a treaty which 
embraces everything we have been fighting for. 

Now, that just does not make sense. Any 
reasonable man can see the fault of such a sys- 
tem. It takes a bare majority to launch us on 
a war effort, but a two-thirds majority is re 
quired to establish the peace. 

We have already seen the bitter fruits of 

. what can happen under the present constitu- 
tional requirement. After the last war the peace treaty, which 
embodied a plan of co-operation with other nations for preventing 
further wars, was rejected by the senate simply and solély because 
its supporters could not command the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority. There was never any question of a majority. 

In that case, a minority—‘‘a willful minority,” as President Wil- 
son termed them—defeated the will of the American people: and, 
as subsequent events proved, caused all of our World War I efforts 
to come to nought. 

No one can say that Germany, the cause of all the bloody con- 
flict that oppresses the world today, could ever have been allowed 
to offer a threat to the peace of nations, if the provisions of the 
Versailles Treaty had been vigorously supported by the United 
States. 

But for the constitutional requirement of a two-thirds ratifying 
majority, the whole history of our times might have been changed. 


ACTION COMPELLED It is a thought with enough force 


hack of it to compel action at this 
stage of things on proposals for correcting the evil. Otherwise, we 
offer an invitation to history to repeat itself. 

Congress should, therefore, lose no time in submitting a new 
constitutional amendment on the subject to the people. In the midst 
of war we should be giving this much consideration to some of 
the needs of peace. Without the change it is entirely possible that 
our real peace objectives may become obscured in the postwar 
bickering that is sure to come, and another willful minority may 
arise at a later day to defeat all of the real things we are now 
fighting for. 

There is no reason to suppose that the proposal, if submitted to 
the people now, would meet with serious opposition from any quar- 
ter. If we wait until the war is over, it will be both too late and 
certain to provoke greater controversy. Too many moth-backs in 
our national make-up regard the constitution as a sacrosanct docue 
ment not to be tampered with. They may be counted on to raise 
their heads higher in time of peace than in war. 

In an able review of the situation, Senator Gillette, of Iowa, 
recently reminded the senate that, unless steps are taken to amend 
the constitution, the country will find itself face to face with the 
necessity of considering the most vital peace treaty ever presented 
to it under the archaic provision calling for a two-thirds ratifying 
majority. 

He pointed out that, under this provision, it would be possible 
for 17 votes in the senate (one-third, plus one, of a bare majority) 
to defeat a peace treaty. These 17 votes, he showed, might come 
from states having only one-twelfth of the population of the United 
States. 

That would be as fine an example das’ anyone could want of the 


tail wagging the dog. 

SIX TO FIVE At the time of the constitutional convention the 
two-thirds ratifying rule was placed in the cons 

stitution by the bare margin of one vote. It was adopted by a vote 

of 6 to 5, with two of the original 13 states not participating in the 

ballot. The others wanted treaties to be ratified by a simple 

majority. 

The offending provision was adopted only by virtue of the fact 
that at the time the constitution was being written the American 
people had a tremendous hatred of executive authority, growing out 
of the treatment of the colonies by King George ITI. 

To get away from the concentration of too much authority in 
the executive, it was first proposed that a provision be placed in 
the constitution under which the senate would have the sole power 
to make treaties and appoint ambassadors. James Madison sug- 
gested that, in view of the fact the senate was supposed to repre- 
sent the individual states, it would be wise to have the President 
act as its agent in negotiating treaties. In that way the two-thirds 
ratifying rule was adopted, and then only by the narrowest of 
margins. 

One of our ablest past secretaries of state, the great John Hay, 
once called the two-thirds provision “the irreparable mistake of 
the constitutional convention.” 

Many others have felt the same way about it, yet congress in 
its slow way has never done anything to correct it, The need for 
action now is greater than ever before.

General Smuts 
Is Worried Over 


Postwar Powers 

Jan Christian Smuts, prime 
minister of the Union of South 
Africa, is worried about the rela- 
tive power positions of Britain, 
America, and Russia, following 
the war. Welcoming the coalition 
of the “great trinity” of world 
powers, in peace and war, it has 
come home to him that this trin- 
ity will consist of very unéqual 
members. Russia will emerge 
from the war as the dominant Eu- 
ropean and Asiatic continental 
power; the United States also, 
represents a vast political and 
economic cohesian; while Great 
Britain, in Europe proper, is a 
relatively small country, her em- 
pire and commonwealth lies over- 
seas. 

This seems to him a very un- 


'favorable position for Britain, po- 


litically and economically. He is 
clear-sighted enough to see that 
an attempt to make a union of 
the whole English-speaking world 
would be likely eventually to di- 
vide the world into two hostile 
groups; it would, at least, produce 
inimical repercussions. But. he is 
frankly afraid that in the present 
set-up, Britain would be squeezed 
between two great continental 
powers. He is realistic enough to 
know also, that even if we aban- 
don the concept “balance of pow- 
er,” it is still necessary, if we are 
to avaid a totalitarian: world, to 
maintain some sort of power equi- 
librium. Thus he is forced to view 
with dismay the eclipse of west- 
ern Europe, and the reduction of 
“three of the great European 
powers,” France, Italy and Ger- 
many, to the rank of minor states. 


“ENTIRELY WITH US” 

The solution he proposes is to 
extend the British Common- 
wealth onto the continent, to in- 
clude “those smaller democracies 
of western Europe which are of 
our way of thinking... entirely 
with us in their outlook and way 
of life, and... of the same po- 
litical and spiritual substance as 
ourselves.” 

That is as near as he comes to 
defining whom he means. Does 
he mean—as most people think 
he does—Norway, Belgium and 
Holland? Certainly these three 
countries are similar to Britain 
in political structure. All are lim- 
ited constitutional monarchies, 
parliamentary states, and two of 
them, Belgium and Holland have 
empires and similar imperial 
problems. General Smuts is a 
South African, and the imperial 
problems of all three of these 
countries concern the South Af.-

To qualify as a citizen in a land where the people govern them- 
selves, the youngsters must have a sense of duty; a sense of re- 
sponsibility; the ability to co-operate for the good of the team; the 
courage to speak up and contend for what he believes right, and 
the sportsmanship to quit fighting and work with the majority 


when the vote goes against him. 


He must have enough self-discipline to make himself obey the 


rules, for rules are not enforced; 


they are observed. He must be 


informed concerning public affairs, which are his own affairs, for 
the wise man can do ho better than the fool if both are misin- 
formed. Finally, to be a good citizen he must be a good person; 
for free citizens are the government, and a governmentj/can be no 
better than the people who administer it. 

It may be argued that all of these things should be learned in 
the home, and that is conceded; but when they are not learned at 
home, they should be taught in the schools. 

How can they be taught? As all things are taught—by precept 


and illustration and example. 


Children learn by absorption from their environment, but young 
and old learn best by doing. One hour of doing is worth many 


hours of instruction. 


Few children, or adults, know how their government works or 


why. 


They don’t know what a citizen’s rights are; they think a

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rican Union, Norway is at least a 
sea-going nation, like Britain. 

But General Smuts’ solution 
still does not solve the problem 
of equilibrium of power in Eu- 
rope. In fact, what he has pro- 
posed, would be a far greater 
consolidation of the British Em- 
pire overseas than a solution for 
the problem which he raised. 

The real trouble, it seems to 
me, is that General Smuts ac- 
cepts the so-called trinity of pow- 
ers as something final in history, 
and permanently writes into a 
power vacuum, France,. Italy and 
Germany. If these three countries, 
representing 158 million people 
on the continent of Europe, ex- 
clusive of the African empires of 
two of them, are to be treated as 
nonexistent by the western pow- 
ers, than there will certainly be 
an inbalance, which will not only 
throw out Britain, but in a cou- 
ple of decades will also put the 
United States in a secondary role. 
REVIVE IN TIME 

Because three nations will have 
gone down, no matter how dis- 
astrously, and no matter with 
what internal chaos and struggle 
they may still have to cope, does 
not remove them permanently 
from history. If they go down as 
great powers, they will either (a) 
revive in time; (b) become the 
satellites of another great power; 
or (c) unite themselves to create 
another great power factor in the 
world. Even if they accept (b) 
they may attempt one day to lib- 
erate themselves by (c). 

It is true that twenty-odd na- 
tions. in Europe all struggling 
against each other, and tied in al- 
liances against each other with 
Bwitain or Russia, would disap- 
pear from political importance in 
the future, when the world will 
be organized into much greater 
areas. But this does not preclude 
creating a Commonwealth of Eu- 
rope, which seems the only al- 
ternative to a struggle for power 
in Europe between Russia and 
the Anglo-American powers, 
SMALL ISLAND 

In such a struggle the Anglo- 
American world would come off 
badly. It is dubious whether the 
United States, with her chief jn- 
terests in the western hemisphere, 
will concentrate even a fraction 
of her interests in Europe in the 
long run, That would leave a 
small island off the European 
coast, trying to balance a vast 
mainland empire. 

This development has been 
foreseen by some from the begin- 
ning of the war, and if it has 
not been sufficiently considered 
by statesmen, ‘it is perhaps be- 
cause they have underrated Rus- 
sia militarily and, above all, po- 
litically, 

I find it humiliating to observe 
that Russia has been much more 
percipient about vital European 
social and political forces than we 
have. I find. it humiliating to have 
to record that so far Russia has 
won every diplomatic victory in 
Kurope during this war, by sim- 
ply avoiding mistakes that we 
have gone out fo our way to make, 
Diplomatically we have not been 
defeated by Russia but by our- 
selves, And it is time to draw 
the lessons from our mistakes in 
order not to make a great many 
more,

DISLIKES POLL TAX 

Editor, Constitution: Recently 
there was a bill before the con- 
gress which if had been enacted 
would have simplified the soldier 
vote, and would have enabled all 
soldiers who are fighting for de- 
mocracy to have a part in that 
democracy. It would have been 
handled by the federal govern- 
ment, and properly so, as they 
are soldiers of the United States 
and not state militia. 

But by a combination of reac- 
tionary southern members who 
calls themselves Democrats,- and 
Roosevelt-hating old guard Repub- 
licans the bill was defeated. 

Now the Governor of Georgia is 
asked to go to the expense, in be- 
half of the state of calling a spe- 
cial session of the legislature so 
that some of these soldiers may 
vote.

Rail Men Wait on Strike Date : 
As FDR, Committees Confer

WASHINGTON, Dec. 
Leaders of a million non-operating 
railroad employes may set a strike 
date tomorrow or Wednesday, 
compounding the danger of a na- 
tion-wide rail tie-up ordered by 
five operating brotherhoods, be- 
ginning December 30, to enforce 
wage demands. 

While President Roosevelt quiet-

Pharmacists 


In delivering the commence- 
ment address to the graduating 
class of the Southern College of 
Pharmacy at the Academy of Med- 
icine last night, Charles Hall 
Evans, the only Georgian ever 
elected to the presidency of the 
National Association of Boards of 
Pharmacy, advised his audience 
“to live above the snake line.” 

Evans, who lives at Warrenton,

To illustrate his point, Evans 
told an allegorical story: 

“In the wilderness of a tropical, 
snake-infested country lived a 
race of remarkable people. All at- 
tempts to live in the lowlands, 
where food and game were abun- 
dant, had proved futile, due to the 
poisonous fangs of the snakes 
which infested the country in 
large numbers. So many of the 
natives had come to their death 


'as a result of snake bite that the 
ruler had directed that all inhabi- 


tants should build their homes 
above the snake line, a line high 
up on the wooded mountainside, 
above which no snake could live, 
“In the world you are about to 
enter, there, too, is a dividing 
line. There is a line above which 
you may take your place in soci- 
ety as a loyal citizen, an upright 
pharmacist, a friend of man. 
There is a line below which is in- 
fested with saboteurs, unethical 
practitioners and parasites ... I 
have seen pharmacy as a profes- 
sion rise above the snake line.”

The cuts exactly follow recom- 
mendations made by industry ad- 
visory committees when the short- 
age of paper became acute. The 
newspaper reduction will be 23.6 
per cent for the first quarter of 
the year.

This condition not only cre- 
ates a medical hazard but is a 
detriment to the effective use of 
manpower aboard ship.” 

Dr. McCullough describes the 
sneeze curtain used in the sickbay 
of his ship, a barrier of muslin 
hanging by rings and hooks on 
metal frame, about five feet high, 
around top and head half of two 
sides of the bunk. The frame per- 
mits easy access to the patient for 
care and treatment, does notegive 
patient sense of being shut in, is 
easily removed when not in use, 
and stowed in small spaces.

The 
spirit of Christmas prevailed, as the 
great allied leader is a Christian; but 
the food was Chinese and it was a 
twelve-course meal. 

Included on the menu were date cake 
for ‘early victory’; lotus-seed soup for 
meat-filled dumplings for 
“prosperity’’; cake fritters for “‘har- 
mony’; oranges for ‘“‘blessing’’; and 
olives for “‘peace.”’ 

Each guest got a necktie from Chiang 
Kai-shek, and American-educated Chi- 
nese girls were there to entertain our 
men. 1t was a gala, festive party and the 
day was complete when an American 
transport plane dropped 23 sacks of 
Christmas packages and mail from home. 

Chiang Kai-shek’s entertainment last 
year is typical of the sort of hospitality 
that will be extended to Americans in 
many far-off lands this year.

He holds that a 
disc harrow leaves the material 
nearer the surface, preserving 
moisture and plant food value. 

‘The idea is so. different from 
our customary way of land prep- 
aration,” Wiley said, “that few if 
any will venture to openly rec- 
ommend it.
